THE ANI FARM 

FINNISH OFFICER WRITES 
OF WORK IN INDIA 



Captain Sclma Kuittinen, a Fin- 
nish woman Officer, who is working 
m India, writes from the Ani In- 
dustrial Farmj near Simla, as fol- 
lows : — 

"At present I am up here among 
the mountains, and, Oh^ I cannot 
describe how beautiful it is! This 
place is situated at sixty-five milts' 
distauec from Simla. Great moun- 
tains rise on every side. Our domi- 
cile stands near %vhere two small 
rivers join. The Industrial Farm is 
a large country estate which The 
Salvation Army bought a year or 
two ago. 

"We have large plantalioni of 
fruit trees, and we send fruit to 
Simla every week. Just now it is 
the season for gathering in the 
honey, and we arc extremely busy; 
but ive do not on that account for- 
get our ho use- to- ho use visiting:, or 
our meetings. In addition we have 
two Schools, one of them a lonjg 
way oft on another mountain. The 
journey thither is a very pleasant 
one. although the road is so steep 
that one can only ride for short 
stretches. 

"We are in what seems almost a 
mythical world here among the 
mountain people. It is very seldom 
that any European comes so far out 
in the hills, 

"There la a happy and converted 
crowd of us here. We have some 
Soldiers and Converts, and four 
married native Officers." — "Kri^sro- 
pet" (Finland).

I SEE that the United Kingdom is 
spending about £500,000 a day in 
alcoholic drinks. Notwithstanding 
the reduction of hours under the 
powers of the Bo»rd oi Control, and 
the variiHis appeals which have been 
made to all classes by the Leaders of 
the Nation — from the King down—. 
this enormous, this wild and profli- 
gate indulgence goes steadily on. 
Scarcely a day passes without some 
shrill appeal to the people to save 
their money and lend it to the State. 
Suggestions as to how to save and 
what to save are set before them in 
an endless catalogue, and they are 
exhorted that waste — always a had 
thing — is just now positively wicked. 
And, truth 10 tell, the need for sav- 
ing is quite apparent, at any rate, to 
all who get only a glimpse of the 
destruction, extravagance and waste 
which are associated with the war. 
Indeed, there is something nauseat- 
ing in the spectacle of a community 
doling out a meagre £ve shillings a 
week to its aged pensioners, while 
unable to protect itself from the 
atrocious wastefulness of the great 
training eamps. 

But how mueh more is it an abom- 
ination that the Government should 
at such a moment in the history of 
the country go on encouraging the 
drink Iraificl Was there ever a 
more appalling instance of want of 
courage and decision in the gover- 
nors of a great people? And this is 
especially so after the lead given by 
France and Russia— Talk of wasEc— 
is there a living soul who docs not 
know perfectly well that this Half a 
Milljon Pounds a Day is really one 
of the most abominable forms of 
waste ever discovered? The Drink 
can only be obtained by the waste 
of good food. Then the people are 
made to pay for the waste product 
at a higher price than would have 
been demanded for the original 
material I 

All thoughtful people 9re concern- 
ed about the great destruction of 
life involved in the war— and it is 
truly appalling. Even where life is 
spared, it will often be marred, if 
not Spoiled, by weaknesses and de- 
formities which the war has caused. 

Welt, look at the destruetiun of 
life and the ruinous spoiling of lives 
involved in our drinking habits. 
Take the little children alone. In 
the fifteen months of the war up lo 
November last the total deaths in 
the British land and sea forces num- 
bered 109,725. But according 10 the 
Government returns, the number of 
children under five years of age who 
died in the one year 1913 was 
140*>57, and of those-over 95,000 did 
not live one year. It is well knowo. 
that a large majority of these deaths 
occurred directly or indirectly 
through the Drink. Add to this the 
destruction of the drunkards, the 
nin and early death of a multitude 
of most unhappy women, and the 



numbers of both men and women 
who are sent with broken hearts to 
an early grave through the drunk- 
enness of those dear to them, and 
still the total, awful as it would be, 
would be incomplete. And for all 
this brealdng of hearts and spoiling 
and destroying of Ufe, we go stead- 
ily on month after inontli, and year 
after year, paying at the rate of Half 
a MiUion Founds a Day. 

The food question is not as seri- 
ous, but it IS serious enough. Fruit 
and sugar, two of the most valuable 
foods, especially for young children, 
are further raised in price and re- 
duced in quantity hy the decision of 
the Government to limit the ship- 
ping facilities necessary to keep up 
the supply, while leaving the brew- 
ers nearly as much as under ordi- 
nary circumstances. This means, as 
I have pointed out elsewhere, that 
the ft-omcn and children are to be 
further pinched in the necessaries 
of life and health in order to keep 
up this ghastly system and provide 
for the indulgence of the drinking 
men. And the food question has 
another aspect. Ask any doctor, 
nay, ask any decent woman who 
knows anything about the Condi- 
tions of lite among the poor, and 
you will find an unbroken testimony 
"as'fo'Efif iHfiflitely belter chance in 
life which belongs to the child 
whose mother was properly fed as 
compared with the child of the wo- 
man who was barely kept alive 
while her husband wasted his wages 
in the saloon 1 It is no exaggeration 
to say that hundreds of thousands 
of the children of the European 
peoples are already half-starved and 
all but ruined as to all that belongs 
to a (ine physique and a happy life 
when they come into the world. 

If any should doubt what I am 
writing, let them go and inquire for 
themselves. In fact, I wish we could 
have some system of compelling all 
classes of the people to go and seea 
little of the difficulties of otbcr 
classes. There is scarcely a town in 
the United Kingdom which will not 
afford examples, terrible examples, 
of what I have said. There is not 
an orphanage or reformatory school 
or elementary school; there Js not a 
workhouse or prison; I doubt whe- 
ther there is a religious or charitable 
society of any kind, or even such a 
cold, impartial authority as a Regis- 
trar of Births and Deaths, which 
will not afford abundant evidence /m 
support of all that I have \vritien 
here. 

And as to the moral and spiritual 
ruin chargeable to the Drink, there 
is no need even to state it. It is evi- 
dent, palpable, undeniable. All 
authorities admit it. All Churches 
deplore it Nay, there is scarcely a 
family in the land which has not 
cause to bewail it. 

Thank Go<1, we of The Salvation 



Army have cleared our skirts of this 
iniquity. We neither touch nor 
taste nor handle. Oh, that we could 
prevail upon other professed follow* 
ers of JeSus Christ, the guardians o^ 
the spiritual life of the world, to 
take the same stand! The State, so 
far as the United Kingdom is con- 
cerned, seems helpless in the pre- 
sence of a monopoly of its o-ivK 
ereating. One Go\'en>ment follows 
another, and ho'.vever they may dif- 
fer in their theories on this question, 
they are alt alike in one thing— they 
tremble before the Trade. But if 
the Stale be thus paralyzed, is tha£ 
a reason lor the impotence of tha 
ChurehofGod? When will the re- 
ligious leaders of this nation sec IhaC 
if they and their followers were to 
rise up and Say, "We bani^ this ini- 
quity: We win not have it either tit 
the pulpit or in the pew— on the 
Commumon Table or in the Homc^'^ 
they could put it away from Ibfl 
people as a whole and thus savd 
them from immeasuTable sorrow and 
grievous sin?

Canada West's First Goiranissioning 

RETURN OF THE CANADA WEST CADETS TO WINNIPEG

At Creusot one sees some oC the 
biggest shells being handled with 
the greatest ease. They are slung 
and carried from position to posU 
tion by mechanical means, so that 
the actual weight of these big shells 
is scarcely ielt by hu^nan muscles. 

The Final Testing 

The final testing of the shells is an 
interesting period of their produc- 
tion. The greatest care is taken to 
ensure that every part of the shell is 
absolutely true. In order lo check 
the external diameter, tivo horse- 
shoes of One metal are employed. 
One should run easily up and down 
the shell, the second should not be 
able to pass. -The variation between 
the two is of the slightest How 
small the variation allowed is tnay 
be judged by the fact that the fuse 
aperture is not allowed to vary more 
than a tenth of ' a millimetre 
(.003937 of an inch). To test this> 
two pings are used. One can just 
enter, the other is too large. 

The base of the shell is also drop- 
ped into a kind -of pillar in order to 
lest its \vidth'. The general equili- 
briuni cf the shell has also to be as- 
ccnaincd. for lack of balance would 
cause all kinds of erratic motions 
while the shell Is in fligbl. It is for 
this same reason, as we have said, 
that the balls of a shr»pnel shell are 
set in resin or pitch. The sudden 
movement from absolute rest to 
extreme rapid flight might otherwise 
cause displacement, then the shell 
would begin a strange waltzing 
movement in the air and end its 
course anywhere but at the intended 
spot. 

The copper bands which engage 
with the rifling of the gun barrel 
have to be fixed and trimmed with 
very close accuracy.
